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To Force If ithdrawal of Troops 
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Yemen Royalist Ageiit Bids U. S. End U. A.R. Aid

An American agent for the 
royalist faction In, , Yemen 
asked Congress yesterday to 
cut off aid to the United Arab 
Republic in order to force 
withdrawal of its troops from 
tiny Yemen. 

"American dollars support 
Nasser’s aggression,” Bushrqd 
Howard told the Senate For- 
, elgn' Relations Committee, 
which Is holding hearings on 
the foreign aid bill. "To give 
Nasser $250 million in Amer- 
ican economic aid each year 
permits ' him to divert his 
other resources to wage his 
war in Yemen, to pay for 
campaigns of subversion 
throughout the Arab world 
and to prepare weapons for 
the extermination of Israel.” 

A State Department official 
said later that American aid 
to the UAR totals $150 mil- 


lion a year, four-fifths of 
which is surplus food. 

Howgrd said suspension of 
aid would force UAR co'mpli- 
ance with an April agreement 
by which Nasser and Saudi 
Arabia were to withdraw 
troops from Yemen. Saudi 
Arabia backs the royalist 
tribes, while Nasser supports 
the republican government 
that ousted the Imam last Oc- 
tober. Howard asked that the 
bill be amended to forbid aid 
to Nasser unless the President 
determines that he has com- 
plied with the ' agreement. 
United Nations observers ai« 
in Yemen now to try to carry 
it out. 

The United States has rec- 
ognized the new Yemen gov- 
ernment, and Howard charged 
that “the lower policy level of 
the State D ’apartment has ac- 




tively and consciously sabo- 
taged the UN agreement.”' 

Howard, who said he has 
been retained ‘ at $5000 a 
month by 'the Yemen royalists, 
charged that UAR planes are 
conducting daily “terror bomb- 
ing” raids and reportedly have 
used poison gas. ; ’ 

To vote Nasser “vast sums 
of money without any guaran- 
tee that he will cease his 
aggression," said Howard, 
“means that many innocent 
people will die as at direct 
result of that vote.”' 

Sen. Wayne Morse (D-Ore.), 
who presided at the hearing, 
said Howard’s “serious 
charges” will be sent to the 
State Department for what- 
ever comment it cares to 
make. • 

A score of other witnesses 
testified on the aid program 
yesterday, their views ranging 
from all-out support from the
